Claim War Taxes Levied On 
German Subjects In The U. S. 


New York, March 10.—Federal 


agents investigating alleged Ger- 
man plots declared they have evi- 
dence proving that accredited 
German agents have been levying 
war taxes on German snljjects in 
the United States for more than a 
year. 
One of these German "as- 


sessors" the agents declared, has 
told them his part in the collec- 
tions. Millions of dollars, the 
aircnts believe, have been collect- 
id. 


The agents also said they are 


trying to discover if approxi- 
mately 
$5,000.000 c o l l e c t e d 


through bazaars and'fairs for the 


German Red Cross really readied 
that body. They have reason to 
believe, they said, that Hie money 
has never left the United States. 
More than $700.000 has been col- 
lected in N'ew York alone by this 
method. 


A probe has been 
started 


through the secret service of an 
alleged German lobby in Wash- 
ington ajul state capitals, through 
which legislators arc said to have 
been influenced toward Germany. 
Sums are declared by the agents 
to have been spent in this country 
to procure the election to legisla- 
tive bodies of persons suitable to 
the German government.
